Whole Sino-Jap War 


4 Flyers Land on Enemy 
Field and Clean Up. 


PEKING, CHINA.—The command- 
er of a Japanese naval base in cen- 
tral China reports the neatest trick 
of the whole Sino-Japanese war per- 
formed by four of his fliers. 

They landed their planes on the 
Chinese airfield at Chengtu in 
Szechuan province in the course of 
an air attack. 

“On the airfield reverberating with 
the rat-a-tat of machine guns and 
rifle fire, the four airmen sprang 
from their machines, firing pistols in 
their right hands and tightly grip- 
ping a box of matches in the other. 

“Like rabbits they ran here and 
there, putting fire to still 
Chinese planes 
enemy bullets. 

“With flames suddenly enveloping 
the machines, one pilot rushed to 
the enemy headquarters. Unseen 
by the enemy, he brought cans of 
gasoline and set the headquarters 
on fire.’’ 

Thus reads the Japanese report, 
undenied by Chinese sources. 
“Their work completed,’’ continues 
the report, ‘‘the four pilots sped to 
their planes and took to the air 
through the black smoke covering 
the field.”’ 

These deeds reportedly were car- 
ried out after a Japanese bomber 
had dropped its load and the fighter 
planes had downed Chinese planes 
which had gone up to combat them.

Shakespeare Folio 
From Library. 


BUFFALO.—Impossible feats al- 
ways have held a hypnotic fascina- 
tion for a certain few quixotically 
minded people. 


For them, no mountain is too high | 


to assail, no abyss too great to start 
| across on a tightrope, no problem 
| too knotty to tackle. 


| It was the spirit of such endeavor, 

perhaps, which a year ago led a 
| 92-year-old Buffalo, N. Y., drafts- 
man to conceive the Homeric proj- 
ect of stealing the Shakespeare first 
folio, one of the most bizarre mod- 
ern crimes. 

It was a venture comparable in 
principle to the classic theft of the 
Mona Lisa, and equally impossible | 
| of successful completion. 


The Shakespeare folio, the first 
compilation of the bard’s plays 
printed in 1623, was in the library 
of Williams college at Williamstown, 
Mass., and was one of the few copies 
extant. 

They are worth upwards of $50,- 
000, and the ownership of each is 
| known to thousands of rare-book 
connoisseurs.

Menlo Park does ava

SECTION 1. It shall be unlawful 
for any person, firm, or corporation 
to operate. conduct or maintain a 
trailer camp, or to use a trailer 
coach, in the City of Menlo Park | 
without first complying with tite | 
provisions of this ordinance herein- 
after set forth and enumerated. 

SECTION 2. It shall be unlawful 
for any person, firm or corporation 
to commence the operation or con- 
struction of a trailer camp or to 
construct additional buildings or re- 
construct or move buildings in an 
existing trailer camp unless such 
person, firm or corporation shall 
first make application in writing to 
the Building Inspector in the City 
of Menlo Park and obtain a permit 
therefor.
